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Jacques Benuzillo 


We present a collection gathered 
by prominent collector Jacques 
Benuzillo. Benuzillo was born in 
Salonica in the Ottoman Empire 
(modern-day Thessaloniki, Greece) 
in 1899 and fled to Mexico in 1916 
to escape the dangers of war between 
Greece and the Ottoman Empire. He 
became a thriving businessman in 
Mexico City, where he was a leader 
of the Sephardic community. He married Sarah Revah, who 
was also from Salonica. Together they supported various 
families who sought refuge in Mexico as they escaped the 


dangers of the Holocaust. Benuzillo was highly regarded 
in the Jewish community as a savvy businessman and an 
arbitrator of civil disputes. He was also known for his jovial 
attitude and great sense of humor. 

After 1950, Benuzillo spent over a decade carefully 
curating a collection of approximately 450 world gold coins, 
mainly focusing on coins minted in the 18th, 19th, and early 
20th centuries. The collection was built with acquisitions 
from his contacts at banking institutions and coin dealers in 
Mexico. Upon his death in 1964, his two daughters, Magda 
and Gloria, inherited the collection, which has remained in 
their family to the present time.

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The Rothschild-Piatigorsky Collection 


Cellist Gregor Piatigorsky (1903- 
1976) was a larger-than-life figure in 
the music world of the 20th century. 
Born in Ekaterinoslav, Russia (current 
day Ukraine), Gregor (Grisha to his 
friends) started playing the cello at 
the age of 7. By the time he was 9 he 
was supporting his family playing 
his cello in cafés, silent movies and 
brothels. Shortly thereafter, he left 
home to study at the prestigious Moscow Conservatory. The 
young prodigy became principal cellist of the Bolshoi Opera 
Orchestra and cellist in the Beethoven String Quartet (later 
named the Lenin Quartet) at age 14. In 1921 he hired smugglers 
to escape the oppressive and restrictive environment, making 
his way first to Leipzig to study with Julius Klengel and then to 
Berlin. When he was 18, he won the post of principal cellist of 
the Berlin Philharmonic. 

By his mid-20s, the charming cellist was touring through 
Europe establishing an international reputation; he made his 
debut in the United States in 1929. In 1937 he married Baroness 
Jacqueline de Rothschild (1911-2012), heir to the French 
bank dynasty. In 1939, the couple, along with their young 
daughter, fled Paris ahead of the advancing Nazi army, settling 
in Elizabethtown, New York and later Philadelphia where 
Piatigorsky taught at the Curtis Institute of Music. In 1949, the 
family, now comprising four members, moved to Los Angeles, 
where Piatigorsky taught master classes at the University of 
California, Los Angeles and later at the University of Southern 
California until his death in 1976. 

Piatigorsky never lost his thick Russian accent nor his 
taste for borscht and caviar. Many of his best friends and 
musical colleagues were also Russian immigrants, including 
Sergei Prokofiev, Sergei Rachmaninoff, Jascha Heifetz, Nathan 


Milstein and Vladimir Horowitz. Although he returned 
to Russia only once—to adjudicate the 1966 International 
Tchaikovsky Competition—he continued to feel a kinship to 
Russia and its people. 

It is not surprising that among their many interests, 
Gregor and Jacqueline acquired an important collection of 
historical and rare Russian gold coins. Not only was this a 
tribute to the life and home that the cellist was forced to leave 
for artistic freedom, but also in keeping with the Rothschild 
family origins as traders in coins in Germany. In the mid 18th 
century, Meyer Amschel Rothschild worked his way out of 
the Frankfurt Jewish ghetto as a trader of rare coins for the 
aristocracy. Of note, one of the rarest coins in the Rothschild- 
Piatigorsky Collection was produced by the Russian czar as 
a gift for diplomats—only 100 coins were struck and fewer 
still exist. The gold used in this mintage was provided by the 
French Rothschild family. The collection, which also includes 
two French coins, truly represents the collaboration forged 
during Gregor and Jacqueline’ life together. 

The Piatigorskys kept their coin collection intact throughout 
their lifetimes, and it has never been publicly exhibited. It is 
now available for sale for the first time in nearly a century. 
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Harvey Brian Richer (1944-2023) 


Professor Harvey Brian 
Richer (1944-2023) was a major 
figure in Canadian numismatics, 
writing two authoritative books 
on the subject: The Gold Coins 
of Newfoundland, 1865-1888, 
and 100 Greatest Canadian 
Coins and Tokens. A long-time 
collector whose day job included 
groundbreaking research in 
astronomy and physics at the University of British Columbia 
(UBC), Richer also published more than 175 scientific papers 
in peer-reviewed journals, including Nature and Science. 

Richer was born and raised in Montreal, but relocated to 
British Columbia in the early 1970s, serving as Professor of 
Physics and Astronomy at the University of British Columbia 


for more than 50 years. He passionately devoted his time to 
exploring the cosmos and reveled in collaborating with his 
peers both locally and globally to further understanding of the 
evolution of stellar astrophysics. In 2014, Richer was named 
the recipient of the Carlyle S. Beals Award of the Canadian 
Astronomical Society, given for lifetime achievement. He 
was also named a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada, the 
foremost academic society in Canada and of similar stature 
to membership in the National Academy of Sciences in the 
United States. The Harvey B. Richer Gold Medal for Early 
Career Research in Astronomy was established in 2016 
thanks to a generous gift from Professor Richer. 

His collection includes a number of esteemed early 
Newfoundland rarities, such as an 1865 Specimen 2 Dollars, 
a Pattern 1865 10 Cents, and the finest certified 1865 
Specimen 5 Cents.

medals and coinage, hailing from a family of diesinkers in 
Birmingham and serving as Chief Engraver of the Royal Mint 
from 1828 until his death in 1851. He was a prolific and highly 


regarded artist in his lifetime, the creator of 
such famed pieces as the 1817 “Three Graces” 
and “Incorrupta” pattern Crowns, the 1847 
“Gothic” Crown, and the 1831 coronation 
medal for William IV, among many others. 
His work can primarily be classified under 
Neoclassicism, a popular art movement of 
the 18th and 19th centuries that drew heavily 
upon works of the Renaissance and classical 
antiquity, featuring themes of grandeur in 
conjunction with a simplicity of style. 


Wyon’s most renowned work may be his 
1839 “Una and the Lion” 5 Pounds issue, 
produced for the delayed coronation of 
Queen Victoria, who ascended to the 
throne in 1837. The design, in characteristic 
Neoclassical fashion, draws direct inspiration 
from Edmund Spenser’s Renaissance-era epic 
poem, “The Faerie Queen.” Book I of the epic 
follows the adventures of the noble Redcrosse 
Knight and his lady, Una. In one scene, Una 
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is charged upon by a wild lion after becoming separated from her 
companion, but in the face of Una’s beauty and purity, the lion 
is instantly tamed, and thereafter accompanies her as a faithful 
protector. 


In a time of great social mobility, with the Industrial Revolution 
in full force, coupled with a gradual movement away from a 
traditional rigid social hierarchy in the wake of two centuries 
of mercantilist policies (which led to a significant redistribution 
of wealth from the nobility to the middle class), and following 
the largely unpopular and at best ineffectual reigns of George 
IV and William IV, the structure of the British monarchy as a 
whole had increasingly become regarded as archaic. Indeed, the 
accession of Victoria on 20 June 1837, less than a month after her 
18th birthday, would mark the beginning of the transition of the 
monarchy to a primarily ceremonial role. 


Victoria’ coronation took place on 28 June 1838, a little over a 
year after her accession to the throne, presumably having been 
delayed in an effort to train and prepare her for new role, as she 
had not been raised with the expectation of queenhood. Wyon's 
coronation set would be issued a year later. His usage of the Una 
and the Lion imagery for his representation of Victoria upon the 
largest denomination within the set was clever in its execution 


but controversial by nature; it was the first time in history that 
a British monarch had been depicted on a coin as a fictional 
character. Nevertheless, it served its function as propaganda, 


highlighting and romanticizing the Queen’s youth and purity 
while simultaneously portraying her as a noble and capable 
leader, in an effort to sell her to the public. 


Wyon’ Una is rendered as the upright figure of a young Queen 
Victoria, royal orb and scepter in hand, clothed in an elaborate 
medieval gown. At her side, the enormous strolling lion functions 
both as the character from Spenser’s epic and as a symbol of Great 
Britain, a mighty force diligently following its queen. Above the 
figures are the words “DIRIGE DEUS GRESSUS MEOS” (“May 
God Direct My Steps”), a holy entreaty and a message of hope in 
the wake of the accession of a vibrant young leader. This large 
and impressive gold Pattern issue found immediate popularity, 
and the original mintage of approximately 400 pieces was soon 
found to be wanting. The beauty and grace of Wyon's imagery 
and the mystical romanticization of the young queen appealed 
to many, and the Royal Mint assuaged the heavy demand by 
striking additional examples upon request for nearly fifty years, 
reportedly until 1886, an endeavor that resulted in the production 
of several additional dies. Of the eight known die pairings, the 
most common is W&R-279 (R2), which is most often associated 
with the original proof set. The present WeR-278 (R4) is a close 
second, with the other varieties generally being scarce to rare.

This piece was created in celebration of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth II’s Platinum Jubilee, which marked the 70th 
anniversary of her accession to the throne on 6 February 1952. 
In the seven decades since, the world had seen her grow from 
a young queen crowned in post-war Britain, into a widely 
respected Head of State and a loving great-grandmother. 
Under Queen Elizabeth II's leadership, the monarchy adapted 
to the modern era while preserving its historical traditions and 
constitutional role. Her reign was marked by profound historical 
events, cultural shifts, and remarkable achievements including 
the expansion of the British Commonwealth and the transition 
from empire to a more diverse and inclusive society. As the 
longest serving monarch in British history, Queen Elizabeth 
II has left an indelible mark on the United Kingdom and the 
world which will continue to inspire generations to come. And 
much like this legacy, the present gold 7 kilo commemorative 
coin is unique and without parallel. 


Large gold coins have long been used to recognize and celebrate 
head’s of state going back thousands of years to the very 
beginnings of coinage. Perhaps the most famed from antiquity 
are the large gold octodrachms first struck by the Ptolemaic 
dynasty in Egypt shortly after the death of Alexander III the 
Great in 323 BC. This oversized format was also adopted by 
several Roman emperors who struck large multiple-aurei gold 
medallions during the second quarter of the first millennium 
AD. This tradition was elevated to new heights beginning in the 
16th century when gargantuan medallic multiple-ducats were 
struck by the Kings of Austria, Germany, and Poland. 


Large gold coins also have a storied legacy within British 
numismatics specifically, perhaps the most famous of which are 
the large gold Una and the Lion 5 Pound coins struck beginning 
in 1839 to commemorate the ascension of Queen Victoria 
in 1837. A century later, an unforeseen rarity was created by 
the premature striking of gold 5 pound coins to mark the 
coronation of King Edward VII, who ultimately abdicated the 
throne five months shy of coronation. While both the Una and 
the Lion and the King Edward VIII 5 pound coins are prized 
treasures, their respective rarities pale in comparison to this 
unique 7 kilo masterpiece celebrating Queen Elizabeth II. 


The Production and design of this piece required hundreds of 
hours of craftsmanship and utilized state-of-the-art engraving 
and laser technology. Instead of being struck on a press between 


two dies like a traditional coin, the details of this piece were 
cut into a solid gold ingot by a high-speed precision computer 
numerical control (CNC) engraving machine. The gold ingot 
originally began at a weight between 9 and 10 kilograms before 
being machined into the 7 kilo finished product over several 
weeks. 


The master craftsmen at The Royal Mint closely inspected the 
ingot for quality before positioning it in the CNC machine, 
which was programed with unique parameters to properly scale 
the design to this massive format and achieve the technical 
and aesthetic requirements intended by the designers. It took 
3 to 4 days to engrave each side, after which the design was 
further hand finished over 2 days to remove imperfections and 
enhance key elements. As a final step, the surfaces were then 
hand-polished to a high luster over 2 to 3 days before the coin 
was set into its acrylic mount and oak display case, both of 
which were produced in the UK. 


Complementing these advanced production techniques are 
bespoke commemorative designs on both sides that had been 
personally approved by The Queen. This numismatic triumph 
was designed by respected coinage artist John Bergdahl, who 
has created numerous designs for UK coins including the 2008 
Britannia coin, coins celebrating the London 2012 Paralympic 
and Olympic Games, the £2 coin commemorating Tudor naval 
ship the Mary Rose, and coins commemorating Magna Carta 
and the Battle of Hastings. On the obverse of this 7 kilo Platinum 
Jubilee coin is a special commemorative design depicting The 
Queen on horseback surrounded by the garter from the Royal 
Coat of Arms. It draws inspiration from the similar equestrian 
designs seen on the 1953 coronation crown coin created by 
Gilbert Ledward RA and the 2002 Golden Jubilee crown by Ian 
Rank-Broadley FRBS. 


The reverse depicts a crowned EIIR cypher surrounded by 
roses, daffodils, thistles and shamrocks, representing the 
United Kingdom. When reflecting on this special reverse 
design, Bergdahl explained that he “decided to make use of the 
royal cypher (EIIR) and looked for a way of differentiating it 
from the modern more simplistic, minimalistic treatment and 
adopt a richer, more regal, portrayal. To achieve that, I looked 
to the past and decided to utilize the kind of rococo cartouche 
used in the mid eighteenth century.” 


An absolute triumph in every sense, this gold 7 kilo 
masterpiece combines the pinnacles of rarity, artistry, and 
minting technology to celebrate the Platinum Jubilee of Queen 
Elizabeth II. This unique piece is sure to serve as crowning jewel 
in the most advanced collection of British or world gold coins, 
and Stack’s Bowers Galleries is beyond honored to present this 
treasure to collectors on behalf of The Royal Mint.

‘The use of copper in the Pacific Northwest can be traced back more than 
2,000 years and appears to have been an early medium of exchange as 
well as used in warfare. According to tradition copper originated in the 
Eyak people’ territory in the Copper River area of Alaska, where it can 
be found as pure nuggets in riverbeds. Used in Potlatches, a gift-giving 
feast or ceremony, Tinnahs or Copper Shields were a sign of wealth, power 


and importance. The Haida, Nuxalk, Tsimshian, Kwakiutl and Tlingit 
tribes are all known to have cherished and used such pieces, each with 
their own styles and depictions, though there is some overlap making it 
difficult to discern its tribe of origin. When presented to an individual, 
along with other valuable and precious objects, it was considered massively 
disrespectful and humiliating not to accept such a gift. It meant that the 
individual was poor and unable to “pay their debt” when it came time 
to reciprocate later. In some instances, depending on the nature of the 
transgression a Tinnah would be broken and presented to the offending 
party. If the offence was particularly heinous the Tinnah may even be 
thrown into the ocean, a fire or destroyed all together. For a period, 
Potlatches were banned in Canada, 1884-1951, the government felt that 
they were hindering assimilation and even criminalized their attendance. 
Not only was the ban counterproductive and largely unenforceable, the 
practice continued and moved underground until the ban was lifted in 
1951 and has re-emerged in some communities.

Little is known about this series such as where, when and under what 
circumstances these were produced. According to Thomas Lismore au- 
thor of “The Coinage of Cuba 1870 to Date” published Miami, Florida 
1966 speculates that the engraver for this series was Clemente Toretti, 
an American engraver active during this time period in South America 
and Europe using the initials “C.T”; he was the mint-master of the La 
Paz mint in 1868, presumably transferring the following year in 1869 to 
the Potosi mint after the closure of La Paz and eventually in 1877 began 
working at the Brussels mint. Another interesting correlation was the use 
of the abbreviation “Cents” (“s” in superscript) for “Centavos” on mi- 
nor denominations for both the Bolivian and Cuban issues. The Cuban 
Revolutionary Government sent representatives to many major cities in 
the Americas and Europe including Lima, Paris and New York as well 
as many other cities seeking support for their Independence movement. 
Support for Cuban independence was quite strong in many of the former 
Spanish colonies, so it is possible that these were struck at the Potosi mint. 
An interesting issue in need of further in-depth scholarly research from 
the specialist.

While in 
Latin America, serving as a soldier of fortune in Columbia and Venezuela, 
MacGregor found himselfin Honduras in 1820, falsely claiming that he had 
inherited some eight million acres of land from George Frederick Augustus 
I, the titular King of the “Mosquito Shore and Nation.” MacGregor then 
returned to London, whereupon he began styling himself as “Gregorius I, 
Cazique of the Independent State of Poyais.” What ensued was a number 
of schemes to defraud unwitting individuals who believed him to be 
legitimate. An example of his many frauds is this order of chivalry, noting 
an institution that, in fact, never existed. A rather remarkable instance, 
as such a defrauding and misrepresentation could be considered anything 
but chivalrous.

Prior to 1810 the 
primary barter item with the Indians were cutlass blades stamped with 
“GR” in an attempt to continue trade, it is believed that a similar mark 
was applied to dollars mark to dollars continuing the accustomed unit of 
value. Stamping coins in this manner would not require official author- 
ity since it wouldn't have affected their currency value in the settlement.

acquired in 2004 by famous author and collector Harrington 
E Manville. Mr. Manville, one of the previous owners of the 
present example, was a highly respected and revered academic 
collector of countermarked dollars of England, Scotland and 
Ireland. His excellent book “Tokens of the Industrial Revolution” 
remains to be the standard reference on the subject of merchant 
countermarks, but only briefly touches on Bank of England 
issues. For a more detailed account of the operations surrounding 
the Bank of England countermarked coinage Mr. E.M. Kelly 
author of “Spanish Dollars and Silver Tokens” offers a reasonable 
explanation. According to Kelly, The Bank of England sent bags 
of 1,000 troy ounces of coins to the mint to be countermarked 
rather than specific Dollar amounts. Apparently, the bank was 
not particular about what the bags contained as long as the were 
the prescribed even weight of 1,000 ounces. Though the minors 
that carry these marks are considered by some to be spurious in 
nature, the most logical reason why so many exist today was 
to make up the weight deficiency. Unfortunately, the neither the 
mint or the bank kept records of each type or denomination that 
was countermarked.

Occasionally, 
examples can be found with a single countermark on the wrong 
side of the host and for all intents and purposes is an error in 
the countermarking process. Exceptions to this are the Chile 
“Volcano” Pesos and Guatemala (Central American Republic) 
8 Reales where distinguishing the obverse from the reverse was 
not straight forward and appear bearing a single countermark 
on either side. The survivors that were first countermarked on 
the reverse and subsequently flipped over and struck again on the 
obverse are examples of correcting said error.

Due to the disgruntled locals, the government at 
Manila issued the 4 September 1834 decree where holed coins 
with countermarks over both sides would again become legal 
tender. When the 4 September decree was issued it was specific 
in that the countermarks were to be applied over both sides of 
the perforations. Occasionally examples can be found where 
the countermark was only applied over only one side of the 
perforation.

Originally New Lanark mills was owned and operated by David Dale 
who retired in 1799 and sold New Lanark, at the time the largest cotton 
mill in Scotland, for 60,000 pounds to Mr. Robert Owen of Manches- 
ter. When Mr. Owen became managing partner on 1 January 1800 he 
quickly began to tighten control of costs, quality, management practices, 
monitor wages and time-keeping resulting in the dismissal of a number 
of employees. Though he was strict he was fair and won the approval 
of his employees. The mill offered free education for children and had a 
church among other improvements in living standards. It is also impor- 
tant to note that according to Manville the 5 Shillings denomination was 
issued in two periods. ‘The first was issued prior to 1811 while the second 
period was between 1815-20. Manville also states that due to degrada- 
tion the ring punch must have been employed for an extended period. 
‘The present piece exhibits signs of die deterioration in the form of cracks 
and chipping which indicates later use and was why it was attributed to 
the later period of issue.

This interesting and seldom encountered issue should be considered the 
first Crown size coin of Thailand. Several Royal proclamations were is- 
sued specifically pertaining to the use and exchange of foreign silver “Flat 
coins” that were imported for trade. Initially, the exchange rate fluctu- 
ated as the supply of imported specie could not keep up with the demand 
of re-minting them into Pot Duang (Bullet coinage). The 7 January 1857 
decree finally stipulates that a fixed rate of exchange was one Tamlung 
one Baht (five Baht) to three foreign silver coins and that they could be 
exchanged at the Royal Treasury. Since different types of foreign coins 
were being imported many merchants were hesitant to accept them in 
trade at the prescribed rate. Later several more decrees were issued to 
try to address the hesitation of the merchants refusing to accept them in 
transactions even going so far as penalizing those who declined them. 
Eventually, the most common coin in circulation at the time, the Mexi- 
can “Dollar”, often referred to as “Bird” coins became the standard being 
marked on the obverse with the Chakra wheel and Mongkut emblems.

In 
an attempt to mitigate this problem, the above decree was issued and all 
incoming coins were to be brought to the local government for inspection.

After the death of her husband, Nur Jahan’s position 
became more precarious, as she attempted to retain a privileged 
position by having her stepson Shahryar Mirza crowned. 


Another stepson, the future Shah Jahan was not sympathetic 
to this effort, and had his brother killed, and seized the crown 
he claimed was rightfully his. After firmly establishing control 
of the Empire, Shah Jahan declared it a capital offense to trade 
with coinage from Nur Jahan, and ordered all such coins 
recalled and destroyed. As such, very few examples remain 
today, a testament to a unique and unreplicated time in the 
history of the Mughal Empire. 


Many examples that do survive are in pitiable condition, with 
shroff marks or effacement of the Queen’s name being the most 
common faults. This example provides a refreshing reprieve, 
as it is tremendously struck, with an intense visual appeal and 
Gem brilliance.

The Crown Jewel of the British India Series

status on account of RARITY, though the 1939 Security Edge 
Rupee certainly does. This type is so elusive, that is must be 
counted as an impossibility to acquire, as often decades come 
and go before a specimen emerges to be traded. Pridmore 
suggests a mintage of 5 for the Security Edge, and though that 
is unsubstantiated, it cannot be far off, as only three specimens 
have been certified by NGC, with none on the PCGS census. 
The present example, despite the harsh cleaning and corrosion, 
is strongly detailed, with minimal signs of wear. This Rupee 
offers the chance at a coin that is not often to market, and 
as such we expect many bidders to emerge before this piece 
disappears into a numismatic cabinet for a generation. 


The 1939 Security Edge Rupee provides a turning point in Indian 
numismatic history. Forced by the pressures of the Second World 
War, the Rupee was to be debased into .500 Fine silver, this 
change along with a newly implemented security edge would 
reduce both counterfeiting and monetary pressure. Despite the 


date of 1939, these pieces were unlikely to have been produced 
until 1940, as new dies from London were required, the last 
Rupees being struck for circulation in India in 1922. The entire 
mintage of 1938 Rupees was produced later than dated, probably 
commencing at the end of 1939 and continuing into the beginning 
of 1940. Production of 1939 Rupees likely started briefly in July 
of 1940, though with the changes in fineness and edge, pressure to 
transition to 1940 Rupees was almost immediate. As 1939 Rupees 
were the last to be issued in fineness of .917, and with imminent 
debasement ahead, it made little sense to produce coins that 
would almost immediately be hoarded. As such a small handful 
of 1939 Rupees were produced, and likely mixed in with 1938 
Rupees to be issued. Where the Security Edge pieces fall into this 
picture is unclear, though it is clear that these pieces were not 
fully accounted for, even by governing authorities. The Madras 
treasury code of 1963 relays that “all security edge Rupees dated 
1938 and 1939 are definitely counterfeit.” The few examples that 
survive show evidence of circulation, suggesting these pieces 
were either accidentally produced with incorrect edges and not 
separated out at time of minting, or perhaps were quasi-trials of 
the security edge, and were released with the other 1939 Rupees.

These early 
Japanese proofs are generally very rare and unlisted in catalogs, 


which perhaps explains the designation of “Specimen” on the 
part of PCGS, but the quality and nature of the strike upon this 
piece is characteristic of a proof (and after all, the striking of 
early proof world coinage was often undocumented and may 
not atypically be unlisted in catalogs, so that should not be a 
pivotal factor in the designation). In any case, the specialized 
nature of the production is clear; every facet of the design is 
fully struck, the devices frosted, the fields deeply mirrored. 


This piece is the first we can recall having offered as a Specimen 
or Proof, and as such provides an exceptionally elusive 
opportunity to acquire such an example in public auction. As 
one of perhaps a half dozen traceable and recognized pieces 
in this format, its rarity is beyond question, and its quality of 
production serves as a testament to the extraordinary capability 
of the Osaka mint during the Meiji era, especially considering 
that the issuance of milled coins in Japan had begun only four 
years prior.

Struck at a time shortly after Russia went onto the international 
gold standard, the piece is heavily influenced by foreign banking 
interests. Beginning in the late 18th century, and becoming more 
pronounced as the 19th century progressed, Russia increasingly 
relied upon foreign banking consortia to float Russian bonds. 
At first, funds were raised primarily in Amsterdam, then in 
Germany, and, by late in the 19th century, almost exclusively 
in France. The inclusion of “100 Francs” in the reverse legend— 


denoting the coin’s adherence to the Latin Monetary Union— 
also clearly demonstrated the economic ties that Russia had 
with lenders in France. The Rothschild banking empire based 
in Paris, where many Russian bonds were placed, was a major 
participant in underwriting the Russian bond offering floated in 
early 1901, and may well be the source of the gold within the 
coin offered here. Containing the exact same gold content of a 
contemporary French 100 Francs and struck in the same 0.900 
fine gold alloy, this 37 Rubles and 50 Kopeks piece would have 
been interchangeable at par in circulation. Bitkin describes the 
coin as a “donative,” suggesting the coins were never intended to 
circulate, but instead were meant as gifts to gain influence while 
conducting official Russian state business. S. I. Chizhov, in his 
book Outline of Certain Types of Russian Coins in Past Two 
Centuries, states: “These coins were not struck for circulation but 
selected for high dignitaries in the amount of 225 specimens. In 
all, 200 pieces were presented to His Majesty for personal gifts on 
special occasions.

6. Payment. Payment is due immediately upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer. Pay-

‘The articles of the above decree do not expressly state that the earlier

a bit ambiguous. However, several of the articles do state that silver and 
gold coinage was to be brought to the authorities to determine authen- 
ticity. If found to be legitimate the owners were paid in kind, but if de- 
termined to be false the coins were effaced and mutilated before being 
returned. ‘The only coins that were exempt from review were those bear- 
ing the arms of the Republic of Colombia (1834-36) or those bearing the 
arms of the Republic of New Granada. Certainly an interesting issue that 
is shrouded in mystery and is worthy of further in depth research from 
the specialist.
